auction 


plant which Claud Sutton is build- 
ing on U. S. 67 west of Hope. 


Actually the photographs arc of 


the auction plant at Mt. Pleasant, 
Texas — but they are 
accurate 


because the local 
establishment 


•aWill be a carbon copy. 


The main structure will measure 


15 by 200 feet, and will include 
a commodious gallery for specta- 
tors at the auction ring. Those of 
you who have never sat in on a 
livestock auction have a 
brand 


new experience ahead — and the 
new gallery will accomodate more 
of you. 


Removal of the auction 
plant 


from the heart of the city to its 
J72-acrc farm on the west side is 
•the most progressive step yet tak- 


en in local livestock 
marketing. 


Hope citizens who have noted the 
rise of big stock plants in other 
towns along U. S. 07 will now be 
able to point to their own as one 
of the best. 


It's supposed to be ready ' for 


business within two months — and 
it will go a long way, out there 
on U. S. 67, to advertise to tho 
world how our section has swung 


itfjver to the livestock industry in 
"the last two decades. 


And Claud Sutton has traveled 


with it. I remember, when he was 
first starting back yonder in de- 
pression days, he had no safe in 
the office.

unique in that respect — all the 
other offices in town had 
safes 


but no money. But Claud

at night after the weekly auction 
and ask permission to leave 
a

which will be the new home of the Sutton Livestock Commission As 
announced last Thursday by the Star, Claud H. Sutton has started 
building a new and modern livestock sale barn lor Hope. It is lo- 
cated on Highway 67, West, one-quarter of a mile beyond the city 
limits. 


Mr. Sutton and the contractor decided on the building after 


visiting several new auction barns in this section. The pictures above 
were made at Mt. Pleasant, Texas and the local burn when com- 
pleted will be an exact replica. 


Lumber for the building is being cut and the owner expects 
to have it in operation by September 1. 


Plans call for a building 150x200 feet with galvanized roofing 


and siding. It will be equipped with all modern facilities, including 
both heating and cooling systems. The sales office will be located 
at the front, along with the auction ring. 


The Sutton Livestock Auction Sale is one of the larger in- 


dustries in Hope. The weekly sales in the fall season will average 
around ?60,000 and during a twelve months period approximately 
$730,000 worth of livestock is run through the auction ring. The 
livestock auction has become an enviable part of the livestock in- 
dustry in all communities throughout this section and affords to 
the farmers a place to obtain the highest price for their livestock. 
A weekly check at the barn has shown that both sellers and buyers 
attend the auction from an average of e-i^hl to tea surrounding 
counties. 


In announcing the construction of the now buildin-, Mr. Sutton 


stated: "I want to thank the farmers of Hempstead county for their 
loyal patronage which has made the weekly auction what it is today, 
and I also want to thank those who have made possible the neces- 
sary financial arrangements for Ihia new builuin;.;."

Big Citrus 
Plant Burns 
in Florida 


Winter Haven, Fla., June 17 (/P 


— A multi-million dollar fire that 
raged out of control four hours de- 
stroyed one of the Florida's larg- 
est citrus plants early today. 


Police officials estimated 
that 


damage to the 
sprawling 
Polk. 


Packing association plant 
would 


exceed $2,000,000. 


The fire was discovered about 10 


p. m. (CST) last night in a sec- 
ond-floor office in a building 
art- 


joining the main packing 
plant. 


It spread quickly to other 
struc- 


tures on the 10-acre installation, 
and fire fighting apparatus from 
seven nearby towns were sum- 
moned to aid in fighting the blaze. 


At the height of the fire, flames 


leaped 400 to 500 feet hi tha air, 
•and persons 40 -miles distant report 
ed they could see the glow. 


The huge processing and canning 


plant, with about four acres 
of 


building space under roof, pro- 
duced both orange and grape fruit 
concentrates. About a quarter of 
a million boxes of citrus fruit were 
lost in the fire. 


Equipment from 
fire 
depart- 


ments at 
Bartow, Lake 
Wales, 


Lake Alfred, Haincs City, Lake- 
land, Eagle Lake and Auburndale 
aided Winter Haven firemen 
in 


bringing the fire under c o n t rol 
shortly before dawn. 


Three firemen were casualties— 


none serious. Chief Allen Lewis 
and another member of the Lake- 
land fire department were 
over- 


come by ammonia fumes at a re- 
frigeration unit, and 
a 
fireman 


from Auburndale was cut on the 
hand. 


John Snively, owner of the plant, 


said he expected the loss to reach 
$2,500,000. 


Firemen succeeded in 
keeping 


flames from reaching several gas- 
oline storage tanks. A switch en- 
gins drew six gasoline tank cars 
from the area. 


Winter Haven is in mid-Florida, 


about 40 miles east of Tamps and 
in the heart of the lush citrus dis- 
trict. The plant is about 
three 


miles from eowntown Winter Ha- 
ven.

Dewey Will 
Not Be a 
\ 


Candidate

Albany, N. Y., June 17 —(ff) — 


Governor Dewey today 
said 
he 


would not be a candidate for re- 
election. 


He said he probably would en- 


ter private law practice when hit 
term expires next Dec. 31. 


Dewey said he was very tired 


after 20 years in public life 
but 


that there was nothing wrong with 
him that a first-class 
long 
rest 


would not cure. 


Dewey's long- awaited 
decision 


apparently left the field clear for 
the nomination of 74-year-old Lt. 
Gov. 
Joe R. Hanley' for governor 


at-'the state convention in Saratoga 
Springs Sept. 6-7. :He is regarded 
as far in the lead for the nomina- 
tion. 


Asked whether he had a choice, 


Dciwey said;.,, 
,.. A^ . ,.^,, j ,* 


'T shall not attempt to'dictate 


the choice of the convention of any 
candidate for any office." 


Dewey's 
public 
announcement 


consisted of a 10-word s t a tement 
which he handed to reporters at 
the capitol during a news confer- 
ence. It said: 


"I shall not be a candidate for 


re-election next fall." 


Dewey said that he had volun- 


tarily retired from public o f f i c e 
twice before — in 1933 and 1941. 
He did not elaborate. 


The 48-year-old Dewey's 
return 


to private life apparently ends, at 
least temporarily, a 'phenomenal 
career in which he parlayed 
his 


fame as a racket-busing prosecu- 
tor into two terms 
as 
governor 


and two luckless GOP nominations 
for President. 


Last winter he renounced future 


presidential aspirations, 


Dewey said he had reached no 


decision as to his plans, but he in- 
dicated he probably would return 
to private law practice 
in New 


York City. 


He 
said 
that 
in the last 
18 


months he has received several of- 
fers. He said they included the 
presidency of two large universi- 
ties, a large insurance 
company 


and a business corporation. 


He said he also had entertained 


a number of proposals 
for 
law 


partnerbhips. 


He said that he had not consid- 


ered any of them at length or dis- 
cussed them until he decided 
to 


retire from public office.
